DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: Applicant is requested to insert on Page 1, line 1 of the 
specification the 371 data. On Page 5, of the Specification, line 26, 
applicant must include the heading "Brief Description of the Drawings" 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure 
as required by 37 CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is 
required. 

3. Claim4-6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim must be referred 
back to other claims in the alternative and can not depend from a 
multiply dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the 
claim4-6 not been further treated on the merits. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section 
made in this Office action:

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Cassidy. 

Cassidy teaches a method of forming a concrete structure having 
a patterned on its surface comprising the steps lining a mold with a 
surface retarding agent on a membrane; casting the concrete mix in 
the lined mold; curing the concrete; removing the concrete structure 
from the mold or form; and washing the surface of the concrete 
structure to expose the patterned surface. Although, applicant has 
recited a release agent being used in conjunction with a retarding 
agent, applicant has drafted claim 1, using "or" language after the 
release agent, making the claim read so that the release agent is 
optionally present. In Cassidy, in addition to the retarding agent used, 
a coloring material may be used thus reading on applicant's recitation 
of "other substance affecting the surface of the concrete". With 
respect to the specific printing technique in claim 2, applicant has 
alleged no criticality in the type of specific printing so the generic 
teaching of printing taught in Cassidy anticipates applicant's specific 
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printing recited. It is maintained that as claimed applicant's invention 

is wholly anticipated by Cassidy.
